Study: Athlete Ritual a Stretch 


MARCH MADNESS I FOUR SCORE 


WASHINGTON! Stretching does not live up to 
its reputation as an injury preventer, a new 
study has found. 

“We could not find a benefit,” said Stephen 
B. Thacker, director of the epidemiology pro- 
gram office at the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. Athletes who stretch might 
feel more limber, but they shouldn’t count on 
stretching to keep them healthy, he said. 

Thacker and four CDC colleagues combed 
databases for studies that had compared 
stretching with other ways to prevent training 


injuries. Their report is in the March issue of 
Medicine and Science in Sports and Exercise. 

People who stretched were no more or 
less likely to suffer injuries such as pulled 
muscles, which the increased flexibility that 
results from stretching is supposed to pre- 
vent, researchers found. 

Other research has found that warmups, 
which increase blood flow through the muscle 
and make it more ready to respond to exer- 
cise, can reduce the risk of injury, Thacker

Rice Feels 
Pressure 
To Testify 

Bush adviser says she wants 
to meet with 9/11 families 

CRAWFORD, TEXAS I White House allies and 
Republicans investigating the Sept. 11 attacks 
pressed Sunday to hear open testimony from 
National Security Adviser Condoleezza Rice, 
with one commissioner calling her refusal a 
“political blunder of the first order.” 

Rice said in a TV interview that she wants 
to meet with the families of the Sept. 11 vic- 
tims because she knows they are disappointed 
she cannot testify publicly, 
be better . . . than to be able 
to testify,” Rice told CBS’s 
“60 Minutes.” 

President Bush, spend- 
ing a long weekend on his 
Texas ranch, gave no 
ground, and several aides 
said he will not change 
his mind on letting Rice 
testify. But Bush sent her and other top 
administration officials out for television 
interviews to rebut fresh attacks on the 
way his administration has handled the 
threat of terrorism. 

Sharpening his criticism, former counter- 
terrorism chief Richard Clarke said President 
Clinton was more aggressive than Bush in 
trying to confront al Qaeda, Osama bin 
Laden’s terrorist organization. 

“He did something, and President Bush 
did nothing prior to September 11,” Clarke 
told NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 

Clarke said a sweeping declassification 
of documents would prove that the Bush 
administration neglected the threat of ter- 
rorism in the nine months leading up to the

Busy artery was blocked after fiery tanker crash 


BRIDGEPORT, CONN. I Northbound 
lanes on a stretch of one of the 
nation’s busiest highways reopened 
Sunday, well ahead of schedule and 
three days after a fire partially melt- 
ed an overpass. 

Construction workers cheered as 
a parade of cars, escorted by police, 
traveled on Interstate 95 for the first 
time since last week’s crash of a tank- 
er truck filled with heating oil. 

“A lot of hard work was put 
into that,” said highway worker 
Larry Daddio, holding a cigar as 
he watched traffic creep across the 
pavement shortly after 5 p.m. 

The scheduled reopening of the 
more heavily damaged southbound 
lanes, meanwhile, was pushed up 
to Thursday. 


During a tour of the repair site on 
Interstate 95, Gov. John G. Rowland 
told Monday morning commuters 
they could have confidence in the 
emergency repair work. 

“It’s going to be safe,” Rowland 
said. 

The overpass was damaged 
Thursday when a tanker truck car- 
rying 12,000 gallons of home heat- 
ing oil struck a barrier and erupted 
into flames. Steel beams supporting 
the southbound lanes softened and 
sagged several feet, and the north- 
bound span also sustained damage. 
The fire’s effects shut down a one- 
mile stretch of the highway, which 
normally carries 120,000 vehicles a 
day between New York and Boston.

Experts say cost 
of gasoline unlikely to 
drop as summer nears 

LOS ANGELES I Gasoline prices 
across the country climbed another 
3 cents in the past two weeks to a 
record-high average of $1.80 per 
gallon for all grades, according to 
a study released Sunday. 

There is little chance of prices 
falling significantly in the near 
future, because increased demand 
will likely result from an improving 
economy. Memorial Day travel, and 
even the extra hour of light from 


daylight savings time, said Trilby 
Lundberg of the Lundberg Survey 
of 8,000 stations nationwide. 

“The demand push this time of 
year is adding to supply tightness 
and therefore price,” Lundberg said. 
“I don’t see any recipe for substan- 
tial gasoline price cuts anytime 
soon.” 

Friday’s average price surpassed 
the record of $1.77 set in the last 
Lundberg Survey, conducted March 
12. But when adjusted for inflation, 
pump prices remain well below lev- 
els reached in the early 1980s. 

Even if the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 


decides at its meeting Wednesday 
to cancel plans to reduce oil pro- 
duction April 1, growing demand 
makes it unlikely prices will fall 
much, Lundberg said. Worldwide 
demand for crude oil is increasing 
along with U.S. demand for gaso- 
line, she said. 

Gasoline prices are up 29 cents 
per gallon nationwide since late 
December, Lundberg said. The 
national weighted average price 
of gasoline, including taxes, at 
self-serve pumps Friday was about 
$1.77 per gallon for regular, $1.87 
for midgrade, and $1.9b for premi- 
um.

Trial Begins in Stoning Case 


Woman faces murder 
eharges after using 
rocks to kill her sons 

TYLER, TEX AS I Psychiatric experts 
for both the defense and prosecution 
agree that Deanna Laney was men- 
tally ill last Mother’s Day weekend 
when she stoned two of her sons to 
death and severely injured a third. 

But while her lawyers will try 
to prove she is innocent by reason 
of insanity, prosecutors maintain 
she knew right from wrong and is 
guilty of two counts of capital mur- 
der and one count of serious injury 
to a child. The prosecution is not 
seeking the death penalty. 


A jury of eight men and four 
women, chosen last week and 
immediately sequestered because 
of media attention, was set to begin 
hearing the case Monday. 

Laney, 39, a deeply religious 
woman who home -schooled her 
children in the tiny town of New 
Chapel Hill, 100 miles southeast of 
Dallas, called 911 just after midnight 
on May 10 and told a dispatcher: 
“I’ve just killed my boys.” 

She said God ordered her to 
doit. 

Deputies found 8-year-old 
Joshua and 6 -year- old Luke lying 
in the yard in their underwear, their 
skulls smashed and stones the size 
of dinner plates lying on their life- 


less bodies. Their 14 -month- old 
brother, Aaron, was found in his 
crib, alive but bleeding from a frac- 
tured skull, a pillow over his face. 
He is recovering. 

Laney ’s husband, Keith, who 
apparently slept through the 
attacks, has supported his wife, 
attending several court hearings 
over the past year along with other 
family members. 

State District Judge Cynthia 
Kent has ordered attorneys in the 
case not to comment. 

Attorneys not connected to 
the case said the nature of the 
crime will make it difficult for 
a jury to find Laney innocent.

For Irish, 
Smokes 
Go Puff 

World’s toughest ban 
on tobacco use in the 
workplace enacted 

DUBLIN, IRELAND | Smokers in local 
pubs enjoyed their final, bittersweet 
puffs Sunday as Ireland prepared 
to impose the world’s most com- 
prehensive ban on tobacco use in 
the workplace. 

The ban, effective at the stroke 
of midnight, would bring potential- 
ly hefty fines on any business that 
permits smoking indoors. 

Prime Minister Bertie Ahern, 
a nonsmoker and regular pubgo- 
er himself, said he envisioned an 
Ireland where “future generations, 
thankfully, will never know what 
it was like to work in an enclosed, 
smoke -filled environment.” 

Commentators appear evenly 
split between those who admire 
Ireland for becoming the first nation 
on earth to impose such a ban and 
those who think the government is 
trampling on traditions. 

“This will bring the greatest cul- 
tural change to Ireland since the 
Famine,” said Nell McCafferty, a 
writer and devoted smoker. “And 
at least the British were sporting 
during the Famine — if you could 
find a potato, they let you eat it.” 

Some of Ireland’s 10,000 pubs 
plan to create chic new smoking 
areas outdoors. Others, particu- 
larly in poorly policed rural areas, 
say they will try to let their smok- 
ing regulars keep going and hope 
that the handful of Dublin-based 
inspectors enforcing the ban will

Troops in Congo Put Down 
Apparent Coup Attempt 


Forces loyal to former 
dictator Mobutu 
may be behind attack 

KINSHASA, CONGO I Government 
forces put down an apparent coup 
attempt in the Congolese capi- 
tal on Sunday, battling attackers 
believed loyal to deceased former 
dictator Mobutu Sese Seko. It was 
the most serious political strife to 
hit the city since the end of Congo’s 
ruinous five-year war. 

“We have the situation under con- 
trol,” government spokesman Vital 
Kamerhe said, adding that 12 assail- 
ants had been apprehended. He said 
the battle killed one soldier. 


Congolese officials refused to 
characterize the deadly firefights as 
an attempted putsch to overthrow 
President Joseph Kabila’s govern- 
ment — a national-unity adminis- 
tration struggling to reassert con- 
trol after the devastating 1998-2003 
war in which an estimated 3 mil- 
lion people died. 

Mobutu was overthrown in 
1997 by then-ruler Laurent Kabila, 
Joseph’s father. President Kabila has 
been in power since January 2001, 
after bodyguards assassinated the 
elder Kabila. 

Many of the ex-Mobutu loyal- 
ists are disgruntled over their vir- 
tual exclusion from Congo’s peace

Karzai Postpones 
Afghan Elections 
Until September 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I President 
Hamid Karzai postponed Afghan- 
istan’s first post-Taliban national 
elections by three months Sunday, 
heeding U.N. warnings that neither 
security nor logistics were in place 
for a quicker vote. 

The United Nations had said for 
months that the elections, original- 


ly slated for June, might have to be 
delayed because officials, security 
forces and candidates were ill-pre- 
pared for the massive task of regis- 
tering up to 10.5 million Afghans 
and organizing the vote in time. So 
far, only 1.6 million eligible voters 
have been registered, all of them in 
urban centers. 

Putting off the vote until Sep- 
tember also means Afghanistan 
can run both the presidential and 
the more cumbersome parliamen- 
tary elections simultaneously, 
Karzai said.

Lawmakers struggle 
to reach agreements 
over budget, gambling 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Before the legis- 
lative session began almost three 
months ago, House Speaker Michael 
Busch said the General Assembly 
might simply pass the budget, reject 
expanded gambling and go home, 
leaving the state’s long-term fis- 
cal problems unsolved for anoth- 
er year. 

With just two weeks left before the 
adjournment deadline, that scenario 
is looking more and more likely. 


Lawmakers are wandering in a 
maze built from competing tax and 
fee proposals, a slot machine stale- 
mate and veto threats from Gov. 
Robert Ehrlich. 

The House and Senate have 
approved different versions of the 
$23.6 billion budget for next year, 
and House and Senate negotiators 
will be working this week to reach 
agreement on a spending plan. 

Passage of the budget is the one 
thing the legislature must do before 
adjourning for the year, and law- 
makers would have to remain in 
Annapolis in special session if the 
budget is not passed by the sched- 


uled adjournment deadline at mid- 
night April 12. 

While there are differences 
over the budget for fiscal year 
2005, which begins July 1, they 
aren’t likely to be that difficult to 
resolve. 

The difficulty arises with a sepa- 
rate bill that includes a mixture of 
fees, tax increases and fund trans- 
fers needed to meet the constitu- 
tional requirement that the budget 
be balanced. 

There are major disagreements 
over that bill among the key players 
— House leaders. Senate leaders and 
the governor, tom stuckey (ap)

SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q Why is it that whenever I wrap 
my fingers around the rubber 
handrail on the Metro escalators, I 
get a small electric shock? 

A What you’re feeling prob- 
ably is a shock from static 
electricity — which is common in 
the winter. 

Even though that handrail is 
made of rubber, it’s running over 
rollers and creating friction, said 
Sean Burgess, Metro’s general su- 
perintendent of systems mainte- 
nance. If an escalator’s grounding 
needs to be adjusted or replaced, 
you essentially become the 
grounding, getting a small shock

when you touch the metal — just 
like when you touch a metal door- 
knob after walking across carpet. 

If you do feel a shock, let the 
station manager know. A crew will 
be sent out to check the ground- 
ing and look for stray electricity. 

“We have known our customers 
to receive static shock, including 
myself,” said Cedric Watson, su- 
pervisor of elevator and escalator 
maintenance. Chances are, if it 
were something more, you’d know: 
“Electric shock will normally grab 
you ... it bites,” Watson said, danny

FOOTBALL I LaVar Arrington said it 
felt more like August than March.

Traveling Industry 

A widening range of 
U.S. jobs are being 
outsourced overseas 

T R E N D S I Sheryl Malta earns roughly 
half what she did a few years ago, 
and every month thejob market 
in her field seems to get worse. 

She points to a single cause: off- 
shoring. 

A medical transcriptionist, 

Matta, of Odessa, Texas, took her 
latest pay cut in January, when the 
Rockville, Md., company she had 
been working for lost a contract 
to a competitor that outsources 
work to India, and she was laid off 
Eventually, she found more work 
transcribing notes that physicians 
dictate — but will need to work 15 
hours a day at her new employer’s 7- 
cents-a-line pay rate to hit her goal 
of earning $2,000 a month. 

“I can’t make a living at this any- 
more,” said Matta, 54. 

American companies have 
shipped computer-programming 
and call- center jobs to educated 
workers in India, the Philippines, 

Mexico, Canada and elsewhere for 
the past decade. Now, workers in 
a wide range of other fields, from 
accountants to electrical engi- 
neers, are discovering that their 
jobs aren’t immune from offshore 
outsourcing. 

John McCarthy, a vice presi- 
dent at Forrester Research Inc., 
estimates that as many as 588,000 
U.S. white-collar jobs will be “off-

shored” by 2005 — and a total of 
1.6 million by 2010. 

India’s National Association of 
Software and Service Companies 
estimates that more than 300,000 
white-collar jobs have been creat- 
ed there since 2000 to serve over- 
seas clients, many of them U.S. 
companies. 

In some Reids, there is theoreti- 
cally no reason why the majority of 
positions couldn’t be sent offshore, 
much as furniture and textile com- 
panies gradually moved production 
overseas or imported foreign-made 
products. So-called placeless jobs 
that don’t require face-to-face cus- 
tomer interaction are increasing- 
ly at risk. Information -based jobs 
are especially vulnerable, because 
it is easy and cheap to transmit data 
almost anywhere these days. 

Yet even outsourcers acknowl- 
edge there are limits to how 


much work can be sent offshore. 
Geographic and cultural differ- 
ences can make it hard for overseas 
workers to take over highly sophis- 
ticated jobs, says Manoj Jain, chief 
executive of Pipal Research Corp., a 
Chicago investment-research and 
consulting firm with a staff in India 
of 50 native-born employees holding 
a doctorate or MBA degree. 

Salaries for the most sought- 
after foreign workers also are surg- 
ing, offsetting the cost savings that 
lure U.S. companies overseas. Jain 
recently gave 80 percent raises to 
his Indian employees in order to 
hold onto them. “The level playing 
field will happen sooner than people 
expect,” he says, kris maher (wsj)

Tricking the Test 

Workplace drug tests fuel an industry of fakery 


DRUGS I Put 30 drug testing work- 
ers in a room together for a few 
hours and it isn’t long before they 
start trading strange — and some- 
what indelicate — tales of urine 
collection. 

Stories of specimens doctored to 
the most vivid hues of blue, green 
and purple, and others spiked with 
bleach or diluted with chewing 
tobacco. Talk of false penises, and 
synthetic urine formulated in sep- 
arate his-and-hers versions. And 
accounts of mystery concoctions 
ingested or added to try to ensure 
that urine does not betray the drug 
use of its provider. 

“It’s just amazing,” said Sherri 
Vogler, who runs a Houston spec- 
imen collection company and led 
the discussion recently at a training 
session for testing workers held at a 
Philadelphia hotel. “Beating a drug 
test has become a major industry.” 

Drug screening is a rite of pas- 
sage for millions of U.S. workers, 
with more than 40 million tests 


conducted each year by employ- 
ers and others. The vast majority 
are done by collecting 
a urine sample, which 
people in the testing 
business refer to, mostly 
straight-faced, as their “gold 
standard.” 

The “positive” rates are low 
— less than 5 percent — 
suggesting that most 
people aren’t using 
drugs, let alone trying to cheat. 

But the prevalence of screening 
and the reach of the Internet has fos- 
tered a thriving cottage industry of 
entrepreneurs who promise to help 
workers beat the tests. 

The federal government hopes to 
crack down on cheating by broaden- 
ing testing of its own employees over 
the next year to include scrutiny of 
workers’ saliva, hair and sweat. 

But tests using so-called alter- 
native matrices are already fueling 
a new round of cat-and-mouse, as 
companies who specialize in test-

beating scramble to market prod- 
ucts they claim will foil hair and 
saliva screening. 

“The government can go ahead 
and try to catch up and they will 
eventually, but they’re going to have 
to do that through legislation. They’re 
not going to do it through science,” 
said Tony Wilson, a spokesman for 
Spectrum Labs, a Cincinnati compa- 


ny that markets a lineup of products 
designed to beat drug tests. 

Spectrum got its start in 1992 
with a product called Urine Luck, 
a urine additive whose formula the 
company keeps changing in a bid 
to stay one step ahead of the testing 
labs. The company now sells nine 
different products, including Get 
Clean Shampoo intended to coun- 
teract hair tests and Quick Fizz tab- 
lets for saliva tests. 

A handful of states have begun 
passing laws that forbid the sale of 
substances or devices designed to 
beat drug tests. So far there has been 
only limited enforcement. 

Meanwhile, testers like Darrell 
Fontenot say they’ve heard many 
tales of workers’ attempts at trickery. 

Fontenot said he once overheard 
workers discussing how they swal- 
lowed teaspoons of bleach in hopes 
it would taint their test. A friend told 
him about a worker who had his five- 
year- old son urinate in a cup every 
few weeks to provide him with a 
ready substitute sample that he kept 
handy for random drug tests. 

Then there are men who rely 
on products like the Whizzinator, 
a finable prosthetic penis that is mar- 
keted in five skintones to evade the 
notice of test monitors. Testers said 
they’ve almost certainly missed a few

Reality TV’s inventor 
wants to branch out 
— into everything else 

PERSONALITY I CBS’s “Survivor” is 
the granddaddy of reality games, 
a Mark Burnett production that’s 
still a top -10 show in its eighth 
edition. 

When that ends, Burnett switch- 
es channels for “The Apprentice,” 
the show that’s made Donald Trump 
a TV star and given anxious NBC 
executives reason to believe their 
Thursday schedule won’t collapse 
after “Friends” ends in May. 

For the two biggest networks, 
Burnett has a significant bottom- 
line impact on what is generally con- 
sidered the most profitable night 
in television. 

Burnett’s not only as admired as 
creative titans who deal in scripted 
programming, the former British 
paratrooper is furiously planning to 
expand — into scripted television, 
feature films, even Broadway. 

Burnett moved to Los Angeles 
in 1982 after leaving the British 
military, where he fought in the 
Falklands War. His first job was 
as a nanny, an experience soon to 
be immortalized in “Commando 
Nanny,” a sitcom pilot that will be 
Burnett’s first venture into script-

ed television. 

He sold T-shirts in Venice Beach, 
sold insurance and had a credit card 
marketing job. He still had a taste for 
adventure, though, and created the 
“Eco- Challenge” television series. 

When “Survivor” started, 
Burnett hit the jackpot. 

A Burnett show is marked by 
lush production values, strong 
plots and a keen eye for characters. 
It’s not a coincidence that villains 
like Richard Hatch and Omarosa 
Manigault- Stallworth emerged 
from his series. 

Burnett, 43, considers the term 
“reality TV” lazy or incorrect. 

“What I do is simple storytell- 
ing,” he said. “It maybe unscripted. 
It may not be acted, but it’s story- 
telling. I only choose projects that 
I’m passionate about. My actions are 
congruent with my passions.” 

Burnett is also in the process of 
making “Eden,” a scripted drama 
for NBC about people shipwrecked 
on an island; “Global Frequency,” a 
pilot for a spy drama; and anoth- 
er unscripted series for CBS that 
he’s not talking about. He’s also 
developing two religious novels 
for movie projects and consider- 
ing a Broadway show. 

The biggest concern, it would 
seem, is whether Burnett is spread- 
ing himself too thin. But he’s a mas- 
ter of delegating: he comes up with 
the idea for a series, casts it, then 
hands it off to veteran staff 

“There’s no one running any 
of my shows that hasn’t come 
through the ranks,” Burnett said. 
“No one walks in here and takes 
a job without paying their dues.”

Janet Jackson Revealed 


The embattled singer 
releases a new album 
with an old attitude 

THE COMEBACK TRAIL I Will Janet 
Jackson’s career forever be defined 
by a momentary “wardrobe mal- 
function”? 

To a large degree, the answer 
will be found in the consumer 
response to Jackson’s new Virgin 
album, “Damita Jo,” which arrives 
March 30. 

Jackson has kept a low pro- 
file since the Super Bowl inci- 
dent. Other than an interview in 
Ebony, her only public response to 
date has been a taped apology ser- 
viced to TV news outlets. 

With the album’s release fast 
approaching, Jackson is re-emerg- 
ing. She was honored March 20 for 
lifetime achievement at the 18th 
annual Soul Train Music Awards 
in Los Angeles. 

That appearance will be fol- 
lowed tonight by a guest turn on 
“Late Show With David Letterman,” 
a March 31 interview and live per- 
formance (with a five- second delay) 


on “Good Morning America” and 
an April 10 stint as host/performer 
on “Saturday Night Live.” 

Media and PR professionals 
concur that a celebrity is generally 
allowed one error of judgment, 
especially if the star’s career has 
been scandal-free. 

“She has never been 
known as a bad person,” said 
publicist Marvet Britto of the 
Britto Agency. But, he added, 
Jackson’s videotaped apology 
was “impersonal” and there- 
fore misleading. 

“She has never been 
an impersonal art- 
ist, so it made it seem 
like she was guilty of 
something, and she 
wasn’t.” 

In a cover story 
for the April issue of 
Ebony, Jackson said of 
the apology, “I probably 
should have done it live. 

But there was so much 
going on at the time that 
needed to just get it done. It is 
what it is. And it will pass, and 
I’m fine with it.” 



That interview precedes forth- 
coming appearances on the cov- 
ers of Upscale and Essence mag- 
azines. 

Jackson is amply displayed on 
the cover of “Damita Jo.” She is 
bare from the waist up, her arms 
strategically covering her chest. 
The photo has drawn substantial 
media attention, although it is no 
more provocative than her image 
on previous albums “All for You” 
and “Janet.” 

It seems at this point, 
Jackson can’t make a move 
without her intention being 
scrutinized. “I thought the 
Super Bowl talk would die 
down by the time the album’s 
release date came,” said an 
R&B music buyer at a major retail 
chain.

NEWS I In a control room above 
Times Square, an eight-mem- 
ber production team sits before 
a bank of video monitors, intent 
on the two anchors sitting in the 
adjoining studio. 

The newscasters deliver their 
lines impeccably, reading from 
the TelePrompTer with the ease of 
a kid riding a bike. 

That’s a feeling the anchors know 


well — they are kids. Mwanzaa 
Brown is 13, and co-anchor Haley 
Cohen is only a year older. They fin- 
ish their report, and depart the stu- 
dio for some Chinese food. 

It’s a typical taping for 
“Eyewitness Teen/Kids News,” a 
television news show delivered by 
teens for teens. The half-hour syndi- 
cated show provides a kid’s perspec- 
tive on events from Iraq to the presi- 


dential race, or from downloading 
music off the Internet to dealing 
with school bullies. 

“It’s cool to be on TV,” said 
sportscaster Cody Gifford, one 
of several celebrity offspring fea- 
tured on the show. “And actually, 
it’s a pretty good show for kids to 
learn about.” 

Executive producer Alan Weiss 
offered a more adult take on the

Do you think Richard Clarke’s tes- 
timony for the 9/11 commission’s 
hearings will have any impact 
on President Bush’s perceived 
strength on the issues of national 
defense and the war on terrorism?

I don’t think Clarke’s testimony 
will at all diminish Bush’s support 
among people who are already set 
in their opinions. But it has the 
potential to be very damaging 
among swing voters as well as those 
who only tangentially follow poli- 
tics but do vote. The White House 
knows this, and that explains why 
they’ve launched such a ferocious 
campaign to destroy Mr. Clarke’s 
credibility. 

It will be difficult for Kerry to 
overcome the natural advantage 
Republicans hold on this issue, if 
for no other reason than the fact 
that the Bush campaign is going to 
spend many millions of dollars on 
ads to keep that from happening. 

Can you explain why the White 
House insists that Condoleeza Rice 
not give sworn testimony to the 
9/11 Commission? 

There is some logic to the argu- 
ment that compelling a presidential 
adviser (those not needing Senate 
appointment) would violate the 
principle of separation of powers. 
On the other hand, legally there is 
nothing stopping Rice from testi- 
fying. And her reluctance to testify 
under oath before this bipartisan 
commission while showing up on 
CNN and Fox News is creating an 
impression among some people that 
the separation of powers argument 
is a convenient subterfuge.
